PROGRESS OF ESPERANTO. 


-_--_—s---— 


LANGUAGE OF HALF A MILLION, 


Out of the old fields springs the new corn ; 
so out of the old languages has arisen Eeper- 
anto, a plant_ of some twenty years’ growth, 
now delighting and giving intellecteal sasten 
ance to the workers in many fields of human 
activity. 

The result of a lifestudy on the part of Dr. 
Ludovic Lazarus Zamenhof, an oculist of War- 
saw, Esperanto was first explained in a book 
which the anthor pwblished on Joly 21, 1887. 
It is now a means of intercourse between 
something like half a million of people. 


AIM AND MEANING OF ESPERANTO. 
“Esperanto” is a noun derived from the 


present participle, active, of the verb “esperiy” 
to hope, and.means “the person who hopes.’ 


When Dr. Zamenhof first laid his scheme be- | ! 


fore the public he wrote under the pen-name 
of “Dr. Espé@tanto.” It is from this cireum- 
stance that the new language has derived its 
name. 

Dr. Sydney Whitaker thus explains the 
origin of Dr. Zamenhof's life-work: “Dr. 
Zamenhof was born on Dec. 3, 1859, in the 
little town of Bielostok, on the frontier of 
Russia and Germany. The inhabitants were 
of tour different nationalities—Rassians, Poles, 
Jews, and Germans—each group speaking its 
own language, and on bad terms with the 
other groups. When young Zamenhof reached 
his teens he grieved over this, and rightly 
concluded that the main cause was the misun- 
derstanding due to diversity of language, 
and determined some day to invent a language 
whieh they could all speak. At school at Bie- 
lostock, and afterwards at Warsaw, he learned 
Greek, Latin, French, German, and English, 
which, with the Yiddish, Russian,’and Polish 
which he already knew, equipped him well 
for his task. He first tried to adapt Latin, 
and afterwards Yiddish, for international pur- 
purposes, but found them unsuitable.” 


NOT A “UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE.” 


Experanto, the outeome of twelve years’ 
study, is not a “oniversal langnage.” It is no 
more intended to be a rival.to any other 
language than a wife is intended to’ be the 
rival of her husband. It is an auxiliary lan- 
guage, built up in the first place from those 
words which are already known to the greatest 
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SIGNS OF GROWTH 
Besides the periodical literature of various 


rapidly developing intellectual medium— the 
“International Science Review” and the “Inter- 
national Medical Review.” “It is significant,” 
writes A.J. H., in the “Shrewsbary Chron 
icle,” “that the Pope sent his apostolic 
blessing to Abbe Peltier to encourage his 
fervent propagation [of Esperanto] amongst 
the Catholics ; and that universally

Japan also 
seems very favourable ground, the universi- 
ties having given a tremendous fillip to the 
movement.” 


‘ ‘THE CAMBRIDGE CONGRESS. 


The third International Esperanto Congress 
will open at Cambridge to-morrow (Saturday), 
when there will be short local excursions and 
private receptions. On the Sunday, at Great 
St. Mary's Chorch, the entire service for 
Anglicans will be in Esperanto. The Arebbi- 
shop of Canterbury has approved of a trans!a- 
tion from the Book of Common Prayer by the 
Rev. J. Cyprian Rust, and a collection of 
twenty-five hymns. At the Church for Roman 
Catholics the Latin Mass will be sung as usual, 
but Monsignor Giambene, the Keeper of the 
Archives to the Sacred College of Indulgences, 
will come from the Vatican to deliver a 
sermon in Esperanto, and he will be supported 
by representative prelates from France, or 
and Belgium. The Rev. W. B. Selbie, of 
Emmanuel Congregational Church, will also 
preach in Esperanto. On the Monday there 
will be an official reception of the honorary 
president, Dr. Zamenhof, by the mayor (Alder- 
man George Stace), and an official opening ot 
the congress in the evening at the New Thea- 
tre, where Dr. Zamenhof will ale» deliver an 
address. On Aug. 18 the delegates will come to 
London.
